A large  audience  sat  enthralled 
Thursday  night  of  last  week  when 
“The  Barton  Harp  Quintet”  was 
presented  as  the  last  number  on 
the  1940-41  lyceum  series.  Each 
one  of  the  ladies  was  an  accomp- 
lished musician  blending  her  own 
distinctive  technique  into  a har- 
monious ensemble  made  possible 
only  by  playing  together  a long 
time. 

The  program  was  not  only 
charming  but  unique.  It  will  be  a 
long  time,  if  ever,  before  that  un- 
usually attentive  audience  will  for- 
get their  rendition  of  the  Mozart 
Sonata,  more  recently  known  as 
“An  18th  Century  Drawing  Room”, 
or  the  exquisite  mysticism  of  Ra- 
vel and  Debussy. 

The  concert,  a fitting  prelude  to 
Spring,  was  an  equally  apropriate 
postlude  to  the  winter  season. 
Thus  was  concluded  the  series  of 
brilliant  and  varied  programs  form 
the  almost  collegiate  piano  duo  of 
Fray  and  Braggiotti  to  those  sur- 
realists of  music,  the  Bartoks;  from 
the  formal  concert  of  Robson  to 
the  lilting  melodies  of  Schipa,  and 
including  such  names  as  Biro, 
Spaulding,  Feuermann,  and  Irwin.

So  un- 
til next  fall  and  the  opening  of  the 
new  1941-42  series  this  column 
bids  you  farewell.

Greenwood, 
Myers  Speak 

Dr.  Thomas  Greenwood,  editor 
of  the  Philosopher,  a London  pub- 
lication, who  came  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  London  and  was  the 
principal  speaker  in  Wednesday’s 
devotional  analyzed  the  present 
world  conditions  in  terms  of  the  in- 
dividual and  the  group  relationship. 
According  to  Dr.  Greenwood,  the 
present  German  aggression  policy 
is  due  to  the  exaltation  of  the  group 
at  the  expense  of  the  individual. 
The  ideal  condition  would  be  a 
happy  coordination  between  the 
group  apd  the  individual. 

Dr.  Alonzo  F.  Myers  of  the  New 
York  university  and  one  of  the  out- 
standing leaders  in  education  in 
America  spoke  on  tolerance  and 
national  unity  and  the  relationship 
between  the  two.  “We  are  making 
a very  fundamental  mistake,”  he 
warned.  “We  are  trying  to  com- 
mand national  unity  an  dat  the 
same  time  there  is  a great  wave  of 
intolerance.”  Americans  are  pe- 
culiar in  that  they  become  intol- 
erant at  the  very  time  when  they 
need  most  to  respect  the  rights  and 
opinions  of  others — at  the  tiem  of  a 
crisis,  he  said. 

Dr.  Myers  suggested  things  that 
schools  can  do  to  help  bring  about 
unity,  avoid  using  the  classroom  to 
generate  hate;  respect  the  person- 
alities of  all  students,  and  their 
problems,  including  those  with 
foreign  names;  and  let  there  be 
a strong  resolution  that  democra- 
cy shall  endure. 

Music  was  furnished  by  the  Uni- 
versity Concert  Chorus  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Madsen.  “Grant  us 
Peace,  Oh  Lord”  was  sung,  with 
Miss  lone  Christensen  and  Guy 
Van  Alstyne  as  soloists.

Under  the  expert  direction  of  Dr. 
Franklin  Madsen  and  Dr.  T.  Earl 
Pardoe,  the  Brigham  Young  uni- 
versity chorus  will  present  Gilbert 
and  Sullivan’s  comic  opera,  The 
Mikado.  Leading  parts  will  be  tak- 
en by  Warren  Kirk,  Marjorie  Ro- 
bins, Florence  Francis,  Bob  John? 
son,  Guy  Van  Alstyne,  Ted  Weav- 
er and  Nola  Woodland. 

The  Mikado  is  one  of  the  most 
famous  comic  operas.  No  comic 
opera  has  been  staged  more  times 
nor  had  as  many  great  players  play 
its  leading  roles.  A short  while 
ago  a swing  Mikado  was  produced 
by  a Negro  group.  For  Utah  it- 
self, the  Mikado  has  an  interesting 
history.  It  was  the  first  comic  op- 
era ever  produced  in  the  old  Salt 
Lake  Theatre.  George  D.  Pyper, 
now  prominent  in  church  activities 
was  one  of  the  first  Naki  Poohs 
and  four  years  ago  at  the  old  Salt 
Lake  Theatre  festival  held  here  at 
the  Y,  he  donned  again  the  cos- 
tume and  sang  the  Wandering 
Minstrel  number  from  the  opera. 
It’s  one  of  the  best  liked  of  the 
Gilbert  and  Sullivan  operas,  a lot 
of  fun  and  good  comedy  and  ex- 
ceptional results  are  expected.

Hales!; to  Instruct 
Pilots  in  Texas 

Dr.  Wayne  B.  Hales  will  in- 
struct army  pilots  at  Randolph 
field,  San  Antonio,  Texas.  He  will 
leave  Friday  to  assume  his  duties 
as  “Instructor  in  Charge  of  Met- 
eorology,” a position  which  he  will 
occupy  until  fall  unless  national 
emergencies  require  an  extension  of 
his  leave  of  absence. 

For  nearly  a year  Dr.  Hales, 
who  is  professor  of  physics  and 
mathematics  has  been  teaching 
courses  for  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
authority.  He  taught  non-college 
courses  in  Provo  last  summer  and 
in  Spanish  Fork  last  autumn,  and 
has  been  teaching  navigation  and 
meteorology  to  CAA  scholarship 
holders  at  BYU  the  past  winter. 

He  has  taught  college  classes  in 
meteorology  for  fifteen  years  and 
conducted  various  observations.  He 
has  done  special  work  in  ‘Air 
Mass  Analysis”  at  California  In- 
stitute of  Technology,  Pasadena.  A 
number  of  his  students  have  enter- 
ed government  weather  bureau 
work. 

Leaving  Provo  he  will  go  first 
to  California  where  he  will  spend 
two  days  with  his  son  Vern 
Hales,  Y graduate  who  is  studying 
under  a scholarship  at  the  Califor- 
nia Institute  of  Technonogy.  Then 
he  will  go  to  Randolph  Field,  a 
unit  in  one  of  the  largest  military 
projects  of  the  nation.

Civil  Appointment

service  examiner  in  the  district  of 
St.  Louis,  Missouri,  has  been 
awarded  William  A.  Forsyth  of 
Provo,  who  was  graduated  from 
the  Y in  1939  with  majors  in  Eng- 
lish and  sociology.
